Plague ; to ſecond it, a dreadful Fire in her Metropolis, ViZ. 
London, an almoſt three years War; heavy judgments 1 
well confidered, all happening one as it were in the neck of 
another : All which by the merciful providence of a gracious 
God, are now paſt, and the three Nations of England, Scot- |. 
land, and Ireland, under the Government of bis Excellent 
Majeſty, in internal and external peace; herein we include 
not differences of judgment in ſpiritxal things, God 1s ableto 
compoſe what is remaining in that hind. 

Let ws fin ns more leſt worſe things come upon us hereaf- 
ter : Heaven defend us from ſparing, lean Harveſts, from 
—_ Sheep, the Murrain or Peſtilence amongſt our greater 
Cattle,

covered by the lawful Heir of that Kingdom, viz. Fohn 
Puke of Briganz a, the firſt of November 1640. without 
effuſion of much blood, H then alſo tranſiting =, & 
Vp, 4 in X - fince which rime, with various ſucceſs,

the Portugals have preſerved :and maintained their right 
of Kingſhip in-the Portugal Line by Arms, and now in 
1668, afrer many difficult Treaties betwixt both Nati- 
ons, a full Peace is concluded betwixt Spain and Portu- 
gal, H again tranſiting the Sign 22, Þ &, 4 =, and m. : 
now we conſider, as this Kingdom was lolt H tranfiting 
22, and in part reconquered h tranſiting the ſame Sign, 
ſo more abſolutely in 1668 h tranſiting again the ſame 
Sign : from thence we may conclude, that the tranſit of 
H in x: doth produce much trouble, bur more good 
than evil unto that Nation, which may hereafter be ob- 
ſerved by thoſe whoſe hap it ſhall he ro live when H 
makes his next progreſs through 223 for though in 1668 
there hath happened very ſtrange altcration concerning 
the preſent King, yet all controverſies have been derer- 
mined without inteftine War, and the Nation ſettled 
in a firm condition; we may from hence conſider, tha 
the general Afﬀeairs of Kingdoms and Nations have a 
ſtrong dependency and connexion with ſecond cauſes ; 
very few calamiries there are affliting a Ciry or People 

enerally, which have not relation to ſome preſent con- 
Toaration of Heaven.

ports of other Comets appeitatice, both in England and 
other parts 3- bur-upon ſerjous'enquiry, we find'the con- 
rrary,or no great cerrainry thereofynor have we ſeen any 
ſufficient authority for ſuch reporrs, they being whol- 
ly vulgar. ILY 

True it is, that in Auguſt 1668. two ſober perſons 
lately returned from Meriyland,' a Plantation under the

In Fuly 1668. this ſame Gentleman received further 
account of a Comer ſeen in Virgitia—his words are —

ſeen in Virginia, which TI copied from the Letter ſent hither. 
The Comet appeared. the 26. of February 1663. like unto 
a Javelin, it reached down from the Horizon to the 15. and 
16. degree, it appeared about Sun ſet, and continued about 
g or 6 hours at a time, and appeared not there above ſix or 
ſeven days. : 

This appears to be the ſame ſeen in Merryland before 
mentioned, and in regard it appeared near Sun ſer, the 
effe&s depending from thence will not be manifeſt un- 
til about 15659 and 1650. or perhaps longer 3 it inti- 
mares unto thoſe who have their Plantarions in the 
Southweſt parts of Virginia, ſome conſpiracy of the Na- 
rives for their deſtruion and ſaughrer, bur much of ir 
we hope will beprevented by the diſcretion and Provi- 
dence of the prefent Governour, of whom we have 
heard very honourable commendations. 

From hence ir is apparent that Comets have been ſeen 
as well in the Weſt as Faſt-Indies fince 1664. we are 
allo jurther. certified, that b<tides that general misfor- 
rune which Hefell us in Peg# in the Eaſt-Indies, the
